the Protestapt Eplscopal Church in the Unibed
States, to the constitution and canons of the genoeral
convention and of the alocess of Illlnols, All your
corporate Iife 15 indisg,lubly bound up by a solemn
pledge, In honor, In love, A8 well a8 In law and
equity, with this franchise of membership. Yon
cannot dissolve it, and 1 have confldénce that you
will not impeach It by sny rash counsein, or degrado
It by any passionate thoagh fatlle gecession.”

Forvester Avrvested in Memphis by Proxy—
An Extraovdinary Resemblance,

The Memphls Avalanche of the 1st inst. has

Cummings almost
exactly answers the description of Forrester,

Mr. Murphy had seen Cummings the night be-
fore neu-m&o depot, and suspecting from his
movements that he was intending to leave the
city, was at tbe depot on the watch for him
yesterday morning. He did not get on the train
at the depot, but jumped on the Becond street
crossing as the train was passing, and this, to-
xether with other suspiclous actlons on his part,
and his great personal rasemblance to Forrester,
caused &la officer to arrest him. The identical
Forrester was here a few weeks ago, before it
was known that he was wanted, and was stopl
ped by one of our detectives, to whom he sald
that he was passing through the eity, and was
not intending to do any '‘work.” Not knowing
that be was wanted for anything particularly,
the officer allowed bim to go on his way.

REPORTERS' RIGHTS.

A Policeman who Assails a Reporter Dis-
missed from the Foree and Seant to
Prison,

For some time past reporters, although wearing
fire badges, have often been subjected to con-
siderable annoyance In attempting to pass
through the fire lines, owing either to the ig-
norance or imperionsness of the officers, whosg
business it is to know the ‘‘general orders”
jesued to the department and obey them,

The case of Patrolman John Bhea, of the
Fourteenth precincl, who assaulted William F.
ﬁuinlan. reporter of the Herald, at the fire in

ott street on Baturday night last, was brought
up at the Court of Bpecial Nessions to-day. l'ig\'l'u
other witnesses for the defense were called up,
whose testimony was very conflieting. One of
those witnesses stated that Quinlan struck the
officer, while the other swore that Mr, Taylor,of
the Star, strack the eflicer. Officer Shea, who
swore on Thursday that Quinlan wore & small
silver badge, sald to-day that he might be mis-
taken in the kind of o badge. Judge Dowling
gald, “Reporters had rights and privileges ac-
cordlmi to the Geperal Orders, which should be
recoguized by the police. In this case it had
been shown by the testimony that unnecessary
force had been used by the oflicer in pushing the
reporter, 80 that ke fell [nto an area-way, and
was seriously Injured.” The Court found the
officer guilty, and senténced him to ten days In
the Clty Prison. Officer Bhes was dismissed
from the department by the Palige Board thls
mornivg.—. Commercial Advertiser, lasi
cvening.
